+ Monday, April 30, is the last 
day for filing applications for 
payments for the 1961 marketing 
year under the wool payment pro- 
gram, growers were reminded to- 
day by Tommy R. Shaw, Chair- 
man of the Hancock Agricultural 
Stabilization 
County Committee. 

The payments for the 1961 
marketed not later than March 
31 of this year. Later marketings 
will be eligible for payments for 
the 1662 marketing year. 

‘The chairman stressed the fact 
that fhe payments on wool and 
lambs are not made automatical- 
ly—growers must file applications 
which are supported with all the 
necessary sale$-records in order to 
receive payments under the pro- 
gram. 

Since these sales records will be 
basis for calculation of the na- 
tional average price received by 
farmers for wool during the en- 
tire marketing year, it is to the 
‘grower’s advantage to file his ap- 
plication early. When the average 
price can be determined, the pay- 
ment rates for shorn wool and 
unshorn lamb sold during the 
1961 marketing year will be an- 
nounced. The payments will be 
made to growers during the com- 
ing summer.

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Teacher's Group 
Presents Five- 
Point Program 


JACKSON, Miss. — The House 
of Delegates of the Mississippi 
Education Association, represent- 
ing 12,000 teachers in the state, 
has called for a five-point legis- 
lative program, including the 
promised teachers pay raise. 

The delegates met in a surprise 
special session Tuésday to seek 
passage of recommendations by 
the special Legislative Education 
Study Committee. 


The program calls for: 

An appointive nine-member 
state board of education to over- 
see and set policy for the state’s 
education program: 

A reevaluation of personal 
property for tax purposes; 

Repeal of a section of the con- 
stitution dealing with per capital 
funds and educable lists; 

Improvement of the teacher re- 
tirement system; 

And, encouragement of addi- 
tional funds for a mineral school 
program. 

Teachers in Mississippi were 
promised a $600 pay raise two 
years ago by Gov. Ross Barnett. 
To date, only half the amount 
has been awarded. 

The education association also 
called for a $28 million increase 
in the proposed state budget for 
1962-64 to finance the state’s edu- 
cation system adequately. 

The group called for $144 mil- 
lion for public schools, $5.47 mil- 
lion for junior colleges and $29:6 
million for universities and col- 
Jeges, a move that would increase 
the proposed budget from $287.2 
million to $309.8 million. 

The budget commission has 
recommended $130 million for 
public schools, $4.5 million for 
colleges and universities. 

The MEA said its figures did 
not include additional money for 
books, vocational education and 
education of handicapped groups. 

“A total state budget of $315.2 
million will be needed to meet 
these pressing needs now,” the 
MEA said. ES. 

Controversy arose over the nine 
member board recommendation. 

Fred Young of Yazoo City of- 
fered a substitute motion, asking 
the Senate not to take action. 
However, it was defeated. 

A recent recommendation would 


“make the attorney general, super- 


intendent of education and secre- 
tary of state memberg of the 
board. 

Under the recommendation, each 
of the elected officials would ap- 
point three members of a lay 
state board to oversee the school 
system. 

The nine-member board would 
have authority over accreditation, 
curriculum, educational finance, 
textbook rating and purchasing. 

Young said approval of the pro- 
posal would destroy “connection 
with the people” through aboli- 
tion of an elective state board. 

“Any and all of these recom- 
mendations (the 11-point legisla-

Insured Farm Loans 
Information For Lenders 


The insured farm loan program 
makes available to farmers a sup- 
plemental source of credit and en- 
courages the use of private capi- 
tal in place of direct Government 


loans. 

Through the insured loan pro- 
gram of the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration an agency in the U. 
S. Department of agriculture, pri- 
vate lenders can advance funds 
to eligible applicants to enlarge, 
develop and buy farms not larger 
than family farms, to refinance 
debts, to provide housing for do- 
mestic farm labor and to develop 
group or community water supply 
systems. 

Payments on principal and in- 
terest are fully guaranteed by the 
Government. All loan-making and 
servicing operations are handled 
by the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration without cost to the lender. 

Lenders receive up to 4% per 
cent interest on new loans and 
the insurance endorsement on 
each loan carries a 3-year repur- 
chase agreement. Also the loans 
are easily assigned to other in- 
vestors. 

The mortgages for these insur- 
ed loans run to the Government. 
The lender holds only the insur- 
ed note. 

Loans are made only to appli- 
cants unable to obtain the credit 
they need from usual credit chan- 
pels at reasonable rates and 
terms, taking into consideration 
private and cooperative rates pre- 
vailing in their communities for 
loans for similar purposes and 
periods of time.

-Sweetpotato growers can step 
up their attack against the sweet- 
potato weevil. 

One way to do this is to main- 
tain a visible covering of insecti- 
cide dust on plant beds. This is 
necessary from the time the stems 
of. the first plants begin to show 
color until the beds are destroyed. 

Growers have been carrying out 
a program against the weevil that 
included cleaning up and treating 
storage bins and banks, using 
only weevil free seed and treating 
all seedbeds with insecticide. In 
addition, they are planning to de- 
stroy seedbeds following en 
planting. 

If producer keep the “gqueeze” 
on the sweetpotato weevil, they 
"may be able to eliminate it from 


It is getting late for soil sampl- 
ing for the spring crops, so here 
‘are some general recommenda- 
tions: 

Corn in the hills needs 120 
pounds of nitrogen, 48 pounds 
each of phosphate and potash. Ap- 
‘ply half or more of the nitrogen, 
as a side dressing. Delta corn 
needs only nitrogen, unless soils 
‘tests shows need for phosphate 
and potash. Use 120 pounds of 
nitrogen.

vidal Recommendations are to use 40 
to 60 pounds per acres of phos- 
‘phate and potash. This would be 
200 to 300 pounds of 0-20-20 or
